The Karl of HARDWICKE, in a speech expressive of his apprehensions of a de- 
ficiency in the supply of corn for home consumption, stated that as there was 
little Probability ofany further supply from the European ports, and but a small 
additional quantity expected from America, he was»nxious tojput the country on its 
guard, so that the quantity of food might be economised. He would suggest that 
brown bread, containing all the particles of grain, might be consumed, and that 
the use of starch should be suspended., ,He begged to ask whether the Govern- 
ment was aware that there was a deficiency of food, and, 1f so, whether there was 
a prospect of its being supplied by foreign countries.” The Marquis of Lans- 
DOWNE, in reply, observed that while he could not subscribe to the Statement 
that at the end of the harvest of last year there was a twelvemonth's supply of 
food in the country, he could say that'a very large quantity of corn had been im- 
ported in the present year, which was still on the increase; and if it was as great 
for the remaiuing portion of it as it had been during the last four months, the 
whole quantity would not be less than 9,000,000 quarters, He entirely concurred, 
however, in the opinion, that the state of the markets was such as to make it the 
Impera:ive duty of all persons to maintain jn their families, as a matter of feeling 
as well as of economy, the most stringent regulationg as to the consumption of 
food. —Lord ASHBURTON said the result of his inquiries in his own neighbour- 
hood led him to concur in the opinion. that there was at present an insufticient 
supply of corn in the country.—Lord Broucuam thought ncthing could be worse 
for the public than to conceal the fact of a scarcity, and nothing could more tend 
to prevent dearth from becoming famine than by giving sufficient notice of it. 
He strongly recommended economy with respect to the consumption of the staff 
of life in the upper and middle classes, but deprecated interfering in any manner 
n "i export trade, because, if such were the case, it would necessarily tend to 

mit imports.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


The Poor Relief (Ireland) Bill was again committed, and after some discussion 
the remaining clauses were agreed to.—Lord STANLEY. then moved the introduca 
tion of a clause similar to that proposed by Lord G. BENTINCK in the House of 
Commons, viz. that it should not be lawful for any occupier of rateable property 
holding under any lease or agreement to be made or entered into after the passing 
of the Act, or from year to year after the Ist of January, 1849, to deduct from 
the rent to which he may liable any amount whatever in respect of any rate 
which may be imposed subsequent to the date of such lease or agreement, or 
subsequent to such ]st day of January, as the-case may be. The Noble Lord, in 
the course of a lengthened address, asked whether any government would be pre- 
pared to follow out the principle to it« consequences by passing a similar law 
or England after it had been adopted for Ireland, without a safeguard such ag 
he proposed? He even doubted whether such a system would be safe in Scot- 
land, with all the advances that agriculture had made there. If, therefore, such 


ruin. The only hope tor the regeneration of [reland was by making it the in- 
terest of the occupier to increase the amount of labour, which stimulus eould 
only be supplied by requiring the occupiers to employ the labourers, or support 
them when unem loyed, and he called upon the House to beware how they re- 
jected his proposal, “He Sought to interfere with no existing agreement, to vio- 
Jate no existing lease, but merely to atfirma principle, sound and just in itself, 
that the occupier, who alone had the means of giving employment, should be 
made responsible for doing so. With the existing amount of pauperism in Ire- 
laud, relief could ouly he expected from the employment of an increased amount 
of labour, either by breaking up of new land, or by an Improved system of agri- 
culture. That was the only salegnara of the country, and if his propesition were 
rejected, the future improvement of Ireland would be impossible. The Marquis 
of LANSDOWNE defended the course ursued. by the Government, who could not 
fiut difficulties ; it required extensive ma, 
chinery to bring it into o eration ; jt required the efforts of all classes of the 
community, it demanded the assistance of both landlords and tenants,—all this 
united strength being necessary to keep Up and stimulate the industry of the 
Country, and to prevent the provisions of the Bill running into excess, The 
olicy of the measure was to give to persons of all classes, but above all, the 
andlords and tenants, an interest in jts administration in the soundest, mast 
Careful, and guarded manner, The adoption of the amendment would great] 
aggravate existing evils, inasmuch ag "Ë Would increase the burdens of the 
tenants, and not those of the landlords. Was that a nroposizion, the enuncia« 
tion of which was to be the herald of peace to Ireland? After a protracted dis- 
cussion, during which more than one Noble Lord who nad voted for the limita- 
tion of the Bill expressed himself oppysed to the amendment before the House, 
Lord STANLEY, in consequenge of the opposition he saw arrayed against him, 
withdrew his amendment, with the intimation of bringing it forward on the re- 
port, but not with the Intention of dividing the House upon it. The report was 
then ordered to be Drought up on Friday.

be proposet was, to put the Government in cash at the Bank of England. He 
had forewarned the Bank early iu the quarter, of What would be the probable 

amount required by the Government, and, therefore, , vo extraordinary de- 
mand had been made upon it for assistance by them. I was said by some per. 
sons, that when the Dank Charter Act was passed anfassurance was given that 
no such assistance would be again required ; but he could find ¿no record of 
any such circumstance having occurred, and he saw no reason why the 
Government, as one great customer of the Bank, should not occasionally ask 
for accommodation as well as any other. The effect of the proposed plan 
would be to enable the Government to pay the next dividends, without aid 
to any considerable extent from the Bank. ` He thought it was good policy, at 
the present time, to ease the money market, and thus, to a certain extent, 
to accommodate and relieve the contractors for the loan, who, from what 
had since happened, had not made a very profitable bargain by their speculation, 
This Proposition was, that every contributor to the loan of eight millions, who 
shall pay his instalments into the Bank of England on or before the 18th of June, 
shall be allowed interest, by way of discount, at the rate of five per cent; per an- 
num but if the payments are made alter the 18th of June and before the 10th 
of September, then discount at the rate of four per cent. ; such interest to be 
Computed from the day on which such payments. shall be made, Mr. Hume 
contended that the Governineut ought not to have been allowed to have any 
connection whatever with the Bank of kngland ; the first outy of a Govern. 
ment being to pay all just demands upon it, without looking to any other than

o rne u pon the books of H.M.S. Caledonia, died by poison at De- 
vonport. It appears that, being on shore on Wednesday evening, he 
accompanied Eliza M*Minn to a beer-shop, known as the ** Victory 
of China." He remained there duiing the night. A man named 
Joseph Pedler occupied a separate bed in the same room. Pedler is 
an attendant employed in the sick berth of H. M. S. Queen. Nothing 
was observed in the conduct of Pedler which was calculated to excite 
the slightest suspicion that he entertained any ill-feeling towards 
either Gilbert or M*Minn. On Thursday morning the whole three 
were drinking together in the same house, Whilst thus occupied, 
Pedler handed to M*Minn a glass of porter, which he requested her 
to drink; but a girl who was present having whispered to her that 
she had seen Pedler put into the glass a white powder, which he had 
taken from his waistcoat pocket, M*Minn tasted the porter, and con- 
ceiving that it had a disagreeable flavour, she threw away the con- 
tents of the glass, Shortly after this, a glass of porter was also 
offered by Pedler to Gilbert, which he drank, and soon after became 
insensible. lt was then discovered that Pedler had left the house, 
and alarm being excited, medical aid was sent for. Mr. Tripe, sur- 
geon, employed the usual means of recovery without avail, for at 
half-past three Gilbert expired. "Three hours after, Pedler was ap- 
prehended, and charged with having administered the poison. He 
now awaits the result of the coroner's inquest. 


Hurr.—A cargo of Swedish stone has arrived at Hull for use in 


the construction of the Victoria Dock. From its hardness and dura- 
bility, this stone is considered to be better fitted for the intended pur- 
pose than any to be found in England. From 6th to 15th April 
inclusive, the amount of duty paid at the port of Hull on timber and 
deals, under the new tariff, is said to have exceeded the sum of 8000/,

Bricnton.—On Saturday morning an extraordinary accident took 
place at the terminus of the London and Brighton Railway in this 
town. A train of luggage waggons having been backed into a 
sliding, the engine No. 54. was detached and taken on the main 
down line on the London side of the company's engine works. 
There, for some reason unexplained, it was lefton the line, un- 
attended, for in a few minutes it was observed in motion, bearing 
down the line?in the direction of the terminus, rushing forward at 
arate of 19 or 15 miles an hour. In a moment afterwards the 
engine crushed into the carriages with terrific force, totally Deo 
ing the whole of them; the ragments of which struck the front o 
the parcels office and part of the refreshment room with such foice as 
to shatter them in. The engine, strange to say, kept its equilibrium, 
though off the rails; and with the exception of the front buffers, 
which were turned up, it seems not to have sustained any injury. 
The company have directed the enyine-driver to be taken into 
custody. i 

Surrotx.— A family of the name of Rowse was very nearly 
poisoned in Bury St. Edmund's, on Saturday, from partaking of 
bread which was afterwards found to contain arsenic. The bread, it 
appears, was baked in the house, partly by the mother and partly by 
the daughter, but how the arsenic was introduced has not been ascer- 
tained. A surgeon was called in in time to save the sufferers, who, 
however, are still labouring under the effects of the poison. 

Iste or THANET,— The; researches, commenced last year among 
the early Anglo-Saxon graves discovered on Osengal Down, in the 
Isle of Thanet, have been pursued with great success. During the 
past week eight graves were opened, which furnished a number of 
curious articles of arms and personal ornament. In one grave were 
discovered a male skeleton with the skeletons of his wife and appa- 
rently his daughter, evidently all three interred at the same time, and 
in a position which evinces the affectionate feelings of ,our early 
Saxon forefathers, ‘hey lay arm-in-arm, and the faces of the man 
and his wife were separated’ only by the warrior's spear. Another 
grave contained also skeletons of a male and female, the forehead of 
the former resting on his partner's cheek. On the breast of this 
BT was found a magnificent brooch of silver- gilt set with garnets, 

JIRMINGIAM, — A petition to the House of Commons is in the 
course of signature in this town. The following extract contains the 
subject-matter: — ** Your petitioners pray, in order that every faci- 
lity may be given to all the operations necessary for procuring food 
for the sustenance of her Majesty's subjects, that your Hon. House, 
in conjunction with. her Majestys Government, will immediately 
authorise the Bank of England to issue such a quantity of 1l notes 
as may be found. necessary to supply the place as nearly as possible 
of the gold coin and bullion required for export in payment for the 
food now so urgently required. “nat in the opinion of your peti- 
tioners, unless the issue of such notes be immediately determined 
upon, the distress of the operative classes will be vastl increased by 
the further withdrawal of gold from this country, and the consequent 
diminution of that circulating medium in which the wages of labour 
are chiefly paid. Your petitioners, also, humbly pray that such issue 
of 1. bank notes may be continued until the whole subject of the 
currency has Leen reconsidered by the legislature of tne United 
Kingdom.” A : 

SourHAMPTON,—Àn order in council has been received at this 
port, requiring that all steam- vessels arriving from Ireland Ta ce 
passengers on board shall be visited by a medical practitioner store 
coming into the docks or alongside the quays; and that in axis 
fever being discovered to exist amongst the passengers of any vessel, 
she is to be immediately sent to the Lazarette Station at the Mother- 
bank, to perform quarantine, This is a very judicious arrangement, 
and has been adopted in consequence of the disease imported pote 
Liverpool and other western ports by the crowds of wretched crea- 
tures brought over in the Irish steamers. ‘he vessels will be ordered 
to lie off the mouth of the Itchen, to be examined. Similar orders, 
it appears, have been forwarded to other ports. k 

ABERDEEN. — Early and good news of the Greenland seal fishery 
has arrived by an Aberdeen vessel, which has 9000 seals for her own 
share, Five vessels are reported as having caught 31,000 seals. 
This will go far to make up for the loss of whales, which appear to 
have left the Greenland coast altogether, and retreated to the upper 
parts of Davis’ Straits, whither they cannot be pursued, except at the 
expense of a long voyage. 

NorriNGHAM.—At half-past four on Monday afternoon a large 
concourse assembled in the market place to listen to addresses com- 
menting upon the great distress the working classes are suffering 
under. On the meeting separating, a number of individuals attached 
theniselves to a waggon which had served asa platform, and followed 
by a large mob, drew the vehicle through the streets, entering every 
bakers shop, provision warehouse, and respectable tradesman s 
dwelling, soliciting bread, food, and money. Three men were in 
the waggon, who, as the loaves of bread were given, deposited them 
in the waggon till it was more than half filled. This visitation very 
much terrilied the shopkeepers and the inhabitants generally. The 
men did not enforce, but asked for bread, consequently the police did 
not interfere ; but the magistrates assembled at the police office, and 
took precautionary steps in case of any violation of the public peace. 

NEWHAVEN,— [he labouring men in this town obtain their liveli- 
hood principally by collecting large stones called boulders, which are 
exported to potteries in different parts ofthe world. Six boats went 
to sea for that. purpose early in the morning of Saturday, the wind 
being theu very moderate, but about eleven it increased to a gale and 
the sea raged furiously. Assistance was sent along shore to the 
boatmen, and two of the Crews, after using their best endeavours to 
save their boats, which have since become total wrecks, wisely aban- 
doned them and climbed the cliffs by means of a gap lately made for 
that purpose near Bearshide, Another boat nearer, belonging to a 
labourer, was saved with great difficulty ; two others came safe to the 
harbour, but the last, in attempting to make the harbour, was upset by 
a gigantic wave, having at the time five men in her. Three of the 
crew arose, and two of them being excellent swimmers, almost 
reached land, when the sea struck them against the pier head, and 
they sank to rise no more, The other clang to a plank, and was 
rescued by a man named Philip Mantle, who fastened a rope to his 
waist and jumped off the pier just as he was sinking. He was car. 


ried to his home, animation was restored, and the sufferer is slowly 
recovering. 

Sranwicx.—The ancient obelisk, or € standing stone,” at Stan- 
wick, in the parish of Nigg, North Britain, was thrown down and 
broken to pieces during a late gale. This curious old stone, as 
many of our readers may be aware, has various hieroglyphic sculp» 
turings on its surface, and was supposed to have been intended to 
commemorate the death and burial of a Danish sea king, who in the 
days of the Vikingz was wrecked off the neighbouring coast. 

CARMARTHEN, — The inquest on the three children murdered by 
their mother, near Carmarthen, was concluded on Thursday, the 6th 
instant. D. Owens said, on May 3. he was standing, in company 
with a friend, near his house, at Llanddewybrefi, when their attention 
was drawn to a wretched looking female wading through the river in 
the direction of Carmarthenshire. Suspecting she was the mother 
who was charged with murdering her children, they asked her if she 
was the daughter-in-law of John Davis, which she admitted. They 
then asked her how she could be so cruel as to murder her children. 
For several minutes she made no answer, but burying her face in her 
hands gave way to excessive grief. Recovering, she exclaimed, 
“ Yes, 1 did it.” I saw the food finishing, and no means of getting 
more, and I thought I and the chiidren would starve. I could do 
nothing to support them. I did not know what I was doing, or 
where I was going; and that is how I am at this minute.” She cried 
bitterly all the time, and accompanied them to the village, where she 
was given into custody. On her way she related the manner in 
which she hanged the children. She said she hanged the two eldest 
first, and the infant afterwards. It was better for them to suffer at 
once than suffer from starvation. Several witnesses spoke of the 
state of mind of the unfortunate woman, which fora length of time 
was that of a person insane. The coroner having addressed the jury, 
they returned a verdict of * Wilful murder" against Mary Hughes, 
who was committed for trial,

created may be learned from the fact, that in a certain house in Sligo 
a victim to the fever scourge lay confined for seven days, and no one 
could be found to bear the corpse to the grave and bury it,

arrangements of apparatus, for conveying audible and visible signals 
through the agency of magnetic electricity, which places may be 
from one railway station to another, situated at any distance there- 
from.

When the key, K, is depressed by the operator, the levers, I, H, are 
attracted by the magnets, D, E, causing the pallets, b, c, to be raised ; 
the pallet, 5, catching a tooth on the ratchet wheel moves the index, 
B, tarough the space of one division, and so on. 

Before commencing to convey any intelligence, it is necessary to 
indicate at the distant station from whence the intelligence comes; 
this is effected by one, two, three, or other conventional number of 
sounds on a bell, for which purpose an electro-marnet, L, is also 
fixed to the back board, F, and immediately under it, a lever, M, re- 
sembling in form the letter ‘I’, the cross ends of which are supported 
on fulcrums, working in brackets, f, f, the lonp end passing through 
the back board, F, in an inclined position, as seen in fig. 2; and as 
the lever is raised by the attractive force of the magnet, L, when in- 
fluenced by the electric fluid, the end passing through to the back, 
comes in contact with the short arm of a lever, N, which strikes the 
bell, O, and by a repetition of the action, producing any requisite 
number of sounds, 

The ease with which a signal may be read off on the above arrange- 
ment may by estimated by reference to the accompanying dial plate 
of the earlier instrument, In them letters were indicated by a certain 
number of ticks of the needle, to the right or to the left, once or more 
times, or in combination uccording to the letter to be indicated; but 
as above the letter itself is pointed to.

low prices are, in effect, low wages ; and that low prices and 

wages mean dear and monopolised money: they are extensively 

perceiving, with Mr. Hume, that without equally free trade in 

gold, all the doctrines of Cobden, Bright, and Peel are delusive and 

fraudulent.

LITERATURE, 

A Whim and ils Consequences. 3 vols, Smith, Elder, and Co. 

A writer in “ F'raser's Magazine " of the present month says, at 
the commencement of a review of four novels, that “the days of 
novel purchasing and novel reading seem, in a great measure, to have 
passed away.” If supply is always Measured by demand this remark 
will scarcely bear examination, for there are at this moment not less 
than fifteen new novels, each in three volumes, undergoing reviews 
in the different journals. Had the writer affirmed that the days of 
good novel writing were apparently passing away, we should have 
partially assented to his proposition, at once claiming exception in 
behalf of the very clever and original work at the head of this notice 
Messrs. Smith, Elder, and Co. are not habitual publishers of works 
of fiction; they confine themselves to steady matters of fact, referring 
to our colonies and to India, and have produced several works of 
rare value for their statistical details, When, therefore, we find the 
firm putting forth a romance of three volumes, we feel safe in ad- 
dressing ourselves to its perusal. “hey have evidently satisfied their 
minds that it is a work sut generis, of which any publisher may rea- 
sonaoly be proud, and any critie may read without lamenting the loss 
of his time. 

* A Whim and its Consequences" is à singularly interesting and 
gracefully written novel. Ihe author is familiar with all the phases 
of human nature, and takes a pleasure in dwelling upon those fea- 
tures which [do honour to civilised society, He has here drawn a 
picture of a young man, illegitimate by birth, scorning to accept a 
patrimony which is transmitted through the hands of a worthless, but 
egitimate half-brother, yet suffering the ignominy of a trial for mur- 
der rather than betray the impetuous villain who had drawn nourish. 
ment from the same breast with himself, The exalted self. denial in 
the first instance, the magnanimous forbearance in the second, are 
exquisitely pourtrayed, and serve to animate the reader with that 
respect for his species which is often the parent of imitation, Nor is 
the proud and forbearant brother the only estimable character in the 
book. ‘here is a manly, generous, and rational o'd general; an ex- 
emplary clergyman ; a devoted daughter; a loveable fiancée ; and a 
wronged but still attached mistress, ven the darker shades of 
human life are touched with a kindly hand; for though truth and 
poetical justice have demanded that the homicide should die an ig- 
nominious death, a charitable attempt at paljation is not withheld 
and remorse is made the precursor of justice, It is pleasant to read 
a tale of woe, and struggies, and hazards, and to feel that the nar- 
rator reluctantly exhibits the darker traits of hig fanciful picture 

But the interest attaching to the story, as a Story, is not its sole 
recommendation. Sound aphorisms, caustic observations incidental 
sketches, all denoting the possession of an acute and reflective BT 
diversify the narrative, and agreeably and instructively fill up the 
intervals of appalling incidents. The writer has read mankind with 
a purpose. He has sounded the very base string of our humility, and 
enters upon his work with a conscious knowledge of the FU. m 
bile of human action. We commend his volumes to s atemis 
perusal of those who would be taught as well as entertained.

THE FRONT OF THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 


We this week present our readers with a view of the principal 
front of the British Museum, In a few weeks, perhaps in a few 
days, old Montagu House, which used to be called Montagu House 
in the Fields, will be no more. All that now remains of it is the 
external wall of the great court and the venerable clock tower, which 
looks positively melancholy amid the bright sunshine and busy 
groups which generally meet about the hour the Museum closes — 
closed, we should say, for this week a more liberal allowance of time 
is extended. 

Sir Robert Smirke is quite the Dr. Sangrado of architecture, for 
whatever building is intrusted to his care he orders Ionic columns 
and a pediment externally, and an internal application of columns in 
ante and coffered{ ceilings. The British Museum is the last dreary 
instance of this Panacean process of building — designing we were 
about to say, but the word would be too severely satirical. The 
front consists of course of a centre octostyle portico (it must be 
called a portico out of courtesy to its position and pedimental termi- 
nation), which projects only one interval from the colonnade, of two 
columns, which unites the centre and wings. The wings project 
five intercolumniations, and are hexastyle in front, but without 
pediments. The order is lonic, the model being the temple over 
the llissus; indeed this also was of course, for Sir Robert hardly 
seems to know that there exists any other type of the order. Beautiful 
as the cap is, it is not equally applicable in every position. In the 
little temple at Athens the entire height of the order is not twenty 
feet. In the Museum the mere column is nearly double that height. 
One range of windows, imitated from those at the Erectheus, and a 
door‘rather uncomfortably jammed in between two of these windows, 
completes the inventory. Altogether the front is very much the 
sort of one that would be designed by a youth in an architect's office, 
during perhaps the second year of his articles, for his probation 
drawings in the Royal Academy, ‘The entrance hall is of the cold 
column in ante and panelled, and coffered ceiling class, made 
rather unusually frigid by chromatic decorations of a deadly hue. 
‘The staircase, which consists of one centre Hight, branching off at 
mid-height into two flights, right and left, has nothing to recommend 
it except some real porphyry, of which the bases of the upper flights 
are formed, ‘The stone balustrades are elaborate in design, and most 
highly finished, but not striking, and little in character with the. 
severity of the rest of the work. ‘The landing conducts you to three 
square holes, the “grand entrance” to the upper part of the 
museum. ‘The walls of the staircase are adorned with pilasters, 
projecting about the thickness of a sheet of cardboard; panels are 
formed between these pilasters, and painted in similar colours to 
those in the hall. ‘The staircase is lighted by a common skylight.

On a clear sunny day, like the one on which we write this notice, 
when the bright sky glares over the mimic Mediterranean of * real 
water," the effect is very fine. ‘The warm colours of the scorched 
rock are tenderly, and with much skill, degraduated towards, and 
blended with, the cooler air tints, under which rise the rugged out- 
lines of “ Ghibel terra," and the churches, foris, and houses, which 
are scattered along the base of the mountain. 

The introduction of the besieging ships has been objected to by 
some artists as destroying the illusion, the said ships being without 
motion, and disproportionately large; but is not the water, and are 
not;the quiet houses also, without perceptible motion? Besides 
which, Mr. Dawson, the painter, never meant deception ; knowing, 
whatever newspaper hyperboles may say to the contrary, that he could 
never, real as the picture seems to be, persuade the intelligent visitors 
of the Zoological Gardens that they were really present in the bay of 
Gibraltar. 

In treating such a subject, the artist undertakes no more than to 
remind us, or lead us to fancy, how we should feel if we were stand. 
ing in fine weather, on the deck of some noble ship, and looking 
around us at the delightful scenery. 

The view will be first publicly exhibited on Monday next, and at 
night it is to be shown in connection with some grand dramatic effect 
representing the great siege.

Sir Harry Sirm, G.C. B. — An admirable likeness of this gal- 
lant and experienced soldier, known to England as the hero of Ali- 
wal, on the Sutlej, has just been finished by Mr. Henry Moseley, 
one of our most distinguished portrait painters, ‘The picture repre- 
sents Sir Harry in the frock coat and cloak he wore during the battle 
which has immortalised his name. ‘The attitude is what, in military 
parlance, is called a half face to the left — an excellent position for 
displaying to advantage the Ciesar-like features of the illustrious 
soldier. But the most striking circumstance connected with this 
portrait is the rapidity with which it has been executed ; and this, we 
are informed. is a quatity for which Mr. Moseley has acquired con- 
siderable eminence, Sir Harry Smith arrived in London only last 
Saturday week, and by Saturday last the picture, a. kit-cat, life size, 
was finished ! We hope it is Mr. Moseley's intention to have it en-

Hearta or Towns. — A nd here you may note, by the way, that 
these citizens [the citizens of Naiu] had their burying- place without 
the city, which no doubt is a laudable thing, and I do much marvel 
that London, being so rich a city, hath not a burying-place without, 
for no doubt it is an unwholesome thing to bury within the city, 
specially at such a time when there be great sicknesses, so that many 
die together. I think, verily, that many a man taketh ill in Paul's 
Churchyard ; this I speak of experience, for I myself, when I have 
been there of mornings to hear the sermons, have felt such an ill- 
fained unwholesome savour, that I was the worse for it a great while 
after. And I think it not less but it be the origin of much sickness 
and diseases; therefore, the citizens of Nain had the good and laud- 
able custom to bury their corses without the city, which ensamples we 
should follow.—Latimer’s Sermons, vol. 2. 282. 

Tne Varur or Peace. — The more quietly and peaceably we all 
get on, the better — the better for ourselves, the better for our neigh- 
bour. In nine cases out of ten, the wisest course is, if a man cheats 
you, to quit dealing with him ; if he is abusive, quit his company ; if 
he slander you, take care to live so that no man will believe him. No 
matter who he is, or how he misuses you, the wisest way is just to let 
him alone, for there is nothing better than this cool, calm, quiet way 
of dealing with the wrongs we meet with. 

Hints ror PiaxisrEs.— Have your pianoforte tuned at least four 
times in the year by an experienced tuner; if you allow it to go too 
long without tuning, it usually becomes flat, and troubles a tuner to 
get it to stay at concert pitch, especially in the country. Never 
place the instrument against an outside wall, or in a cold damp room, 
particularly in a country house; there is no greater enemy to a 
pianoforte than damp. Close the instrument immediately after your 
practice; by leaving it open, dust fixes on the sound-board, and cor- 
rodes the movements, and if in a damp room, the strings soon rust. 
Should the pianoforte stand near or opposite to a window, guard, if 
possible, against its being opened, especially on a wet or damp day ; 
and when the sun is on the window, draw the blind down. Avoid 
putting metallic or other articles on or in the pianoforte ; such things 
frequently cause unpleasant vibrations, and sometimes injure the in- 
stiument. The more equal the temperature of the room, and the less 
the soft pedal is used, the better the piano will stand in tune. 

Hints ror Practrice,—Reading maketh a full man, conference a 
ready man, and writing an exact man ; and therefore, if à man write 
little, he had need have a good memory; if he confer little, he had 
need have a present wit; and if he read little, he had need have 
much cunning, to seem to know that he doth not, Histories make 
men wise; poets, witty; the mathematics, subtle; natural phi- 
losophy, deep, moral, grave; logic and rhetoric, able to contend.

Inpian Revencr.—In Sir George Simpson's inter. sting narrative 
of a journey round the world, is contained the following charac- 
teristic anecdote of Indian life: — At Okanagan we were concerned 
to learn that the Indians of the interior, as far back as New Cale- 
donia, principally the Schoushwaps, were in a state of considerabie 
excitement, ‘The cause was as follows ;—1u the month of February 
last, a chief of the name of Kootlepat visited Mr. Black, the gentle- 
man in charge of ‘Thompson's River, at his post at Kamloops, when 
a trivial dispute took place between them. Immediately on return- 
ing to his camp, at a place called the Pavilion, Kootlepat sickened 
and died, enjoining his people with his last breath to keep on good 
terms with the Whites. Whether or not the chief's dying injunction 
was interpreted into an insinuation that he had perished in conse- 
quence of having quarrelled with his white brother, the Indians came 
to the conclusion that Kootlepat's death had been caused by Mr. 
Black's magic or medicine. 1n pursuance of this idea, the widow of 
the deceased worked upon the feelings of her nephew, till he under- 
took to revenge her husband's untimely fate, ‘Ihe avenger of blood 
forthwith set out for Kamloops ; and when he arrived, both cold and 
hungry, he was, by the orders of his destined victim, placed before a 
good fire and supplied with food. During the whole day, Mr. Black, 
who was a hard student, remained writing in his own apartment ; but 
having gone out towards evening, he was returning through the room 
where his guest was sitting, and had just reached the door of his 
chamber, when he fell down dead, with the contents of the savage's 
gun in his back. In the appalling confusion that ensued, the mur- 
derer was a lowed to escape trom the fort, betaking himself imme- 
diately to the mountains, Ile was chased from place to place like a 
wild beast, being ovliged to abandon first his horses, and lastly his 
wife and family ; butit was not till after eight months of vigilant 
pursuit, that he was finally hunted down on the banks of l'raser's 
River by some of his own people. As n proof of his comparative 
estimate of civilisation and barbarism, this miserable being, with the 
blood of Mr. Black on his conscience, earnestly begged to be deli- 
vered up to the Whites; and, on being refused this last boon, he 
leaped into the stream, swimming away for his life, till he was 
dispatched, just like a sea-otter, by arrow after arrow. It was in 
consequence of this event that the excitement, of which we heard at 
Okanagan, had gained a footing among the friends of Kootlepat and 
his nephew, who had now to place two deaths at the white man’s door,

This instrument is to measure the quantity of gas that has been 
manufactured and laid up in the gasometers for store. Its usefulin- 
vention has effectively superseded the use of the water station meter 
that was employed for the same purpose. Tts best recommendation 
is, that it has been thoroughly secured from inconveniences or acci- 
dents, to which the use o the meter is constantly liable, which in- 
volved in the effects of its destructive tendency the interests of a 
whole establishment. 

'The safety and advantage of the substitute have been fairly 
established by the uniform unfailing practice of years. 

The materials composing the internal structure of the common gas 
meter subject it to the corrosive influence and action of the water 
contained in the cylinder, which obstructs its machinery, and soon 
renders it useless, ‘The above-mentioned objections should, in fair- 
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ness and candour, suffice to insure its utter condemnation. ] 
other objections, perhaps of no less weight in the general opinion, 
may be 'superadded, examples of which may be deduced from the 
expensive property of a meter sufficiently capacious to register with 
precision the millionth amount of cubic feet of gas which are daily 
manufactured in most gas works; secondly, the construction of one 
of such capaciousness as would demand an outlay of 700/. to 1000/. ; 
to this must be added the consideration of its certain ultimate failure, 
which is incalculably more serious and appalling. Instances are not 
wanting to bear out the fact, that whole theatres and other places 
have suddenly immerged into Cimmerian darkness by even a partial 
disarrangement of its complex and unscientific organisation. | 

The accuracy and capabilities of the gas indicator as a fluid mea- 
surer have been often tested, and satisfactorily proved by men emi. 
nent for scientific acquirements and experience, One of its conve- 
nient and important properties is, that the gas which it measures is 
not brought into actual contact with the interior machinery, and on 
this account no inconvenience can arise, if by accident it should en- 
counter a temporary derangement, as a glance, by way of reference, 
at the engraving will show that the gas is merely employed as the 
spring and originating principle of that motion which actuates the 
machinery in the box: the progress, therefore, of. the gas into the 
mains canrot be interrupted by any injury which its separate parts, 
or the machine itself, might undergo, 

In point of requisite cost of one equal to the accurate measure- 
ment of the gas manufactured in any establishment in London, one 
of this nature may be erected for the sum of 1007. 

DESCRIPTION. 

d is a cast-iron drum, a a square cog-wheel, b a saw tooth ratchet 
wheel, z a cat- gut rigger, and e a pinion or spin- wheel. 

The box m, with the dial in front, is placed within a foot of the 
gnsometer and six inches of the top of the water tank, The steel 
chain fis then carried upwards, until it reaches the lower part of the 
horizontal beam, which rests upon the columns; from thence it is 
conveyed over three small pulleys, the last of' which is placed directly 
over the centre of the gasometer ; to this centre the chain is attached. 
'This is the existing state of the machinery previously to the opening 
of the inlet valve; but immediately the gas is admitted, and the 
gasometer gradually ascends, the chain f winds round the drum d, 
and the same motion causes the pinion e to act upon the cog-wheel a, 
which revolves upon the spindle to which are attached the hands 4 
and i. ‘he hand / shows that 55,000 feet of gas have been 
manufactured, 2 

Now suppose it is necessary to let 5000 fect of this quantity into 
the inains, the outlet valve is opened, and the gas passes out of the 
gasometer, the hand i retrogrades to the position it occupies on the 
díal, and indicates that 5000 feet of the gas has been consumed ; the 
outlet valve is then closed, and the gas is again admitted until the 
gasometer is quite full; during this process both hands turn in the 
same direction, but still preserve their relative position shown upon 
the face of the dial. 

The spindle o is inclosed {in the hollow axle n, and to this axle is 
fixed the hand i, both of which are put into action by the revolution 
of the ‘ratchet wheel b The ratchets and springs regulate the mo- 
tion of the saw-tooth wheel. 

MODEL GAS MANUFACTORY. 

'The drawing represents an isometrical view of a small gas works 
erected at Bromley, in Kent, by Mr. Hutchison, and which are ca- 
pable of supplying from 300 to 1000 lights, "The retorts are con- 
structed in sets of 5 each, and heated by means of tar furnaces, which 
are an economical mode of carbonisation peculiar to these works. 
The gasometers are upon the double lifting principle, measuring 31 
feet in diameter each, and are capable of storing about 10000 cubic 
feet of gas each. The cost of erecting a set of works of this descrip- 
tion, including cast iron roof washer, purifyer, condenser, and laying 
down the requisite main pipes, services, &c., for a small country 
town, requiring a supply of igas equal to the extent above-men- 
tioned, would be about 6000 The improved principle on which 
these works are erected renders them free from external smell or 
odour of any kind, which must be considered an important feature in 
the construction and working thereof. 
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Gun Corron. — Some successful experiments have recently been 
made at Haybrick Hill quarry, whence almost all the stone used in 
the construction of the Birkenhead Docks has been taken. In one 
instance a mass of stone, almost fourteen tons weight, was removed 
by 6 oz. of gun cotton; and in another instance a large mass of 
stone was severed from the rock by 8 oz. of cotton, a much smaller 
quantity being displaced by a charge of 241lbs. of gunpowder, Tne 
experiments appeared to be quite satisfactory, and decided. the 
superiority of gun-cotton in removing large and valuable masses of 
stone, Similar experiments, attended with equal success, have been 
made at the tunnel at Edge Hill, which is being constructed for the 
conveyance of cattle from the Liverpool and Manchester Itailway to 
the north docks.

Exrnaonpinany Escare. — On Thursday night, as a four-oared 
cutter and a light wager boat were coming down the river on the 
Surrey side, below Battersea Bridge, they suddenly observed a 
steamer right ahead of them, As it was dark, the rowers lustily 
hailed the steamer, when about 200 yards in advance, but unfor- 
tunately the captain of the steamer only saw the cutter, and in 
turning out into the middle of the channel to give it room ran right 
into the wager boat, which it cut clean in balf, taking the seat trans- 
versely, Mz. Ciifford, who was rowing the wager-boat, seeing the 
impossibility of clearing the steamer, though an expert rower, had 
the presence of mind to jump from his boat just before the steamer 
had struck her, and dive completely under it, receiving only a slight 
blow from the paddle-wheel as the vessel passed over him. When 
he rose to the surface he swam to the cutter, from which he was put 
on board the steamer almost unhurt. But for this sudden but des- 
perate alternative nothing could have saved him, as the boat was 
completely divided at the seat, and the two halves taken to the 
British Flag ‘Tavern, Battersea, opposite which the accident occurred.
